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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-72 are pending in tliis application. 

Lack of Unity 
Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Tliis application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

3. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-68, drawn to a medicament dispenser containing a plurality of 
elongate medicament carriers forming a continuous loop. 

Group II, claim(s) 70-72, are drawn to a medicament dispenser comprising a 
movable cover coupling to a dispensing mechanism such that movement of the cover 
actuates one or more components of the dispensing mechanism. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups I & II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Groups I & II are linked together as they share the same technical feature, a 
medicament dispenser for containing plural elongate form medicament carriers, each 
having multiple distinct medicament dose portions carried thereby, said dispenser 
having a housing, and within said housing a dispensing mechanism for dispensing the 
distinct medicament dose portions carried by each of said plural medicament carriers.

said mechanism comprising, a) at least one receiving station for receiving each of the 
plural medicament carriers; b) a release for releasing in combination a distinct 
medicament dose portion from each of the plural medicament carriers on receipt thereof 
by said receiving station; c) an outlet, positioned to be in communication with the distinct 
medicament dose portions releasable by said release; and d) at least one indexer for 
individually indexing the distinct medicament dose portions of each of the plural 
medicament carriers. 

However, this technical feature is not a special technical feature as taught by 
Braithwaite (WO 01/1 7595 A1 ). Braithwaite discloses a medicament dispenser for 
plural elongate continuous loop (annular) form medicament carriers, comprising a 
receiving station (106), a release (5, 17), an outlet (implicit), an indexer (107, 108, 111), 
and two (annular) continuous loop medicament carriers (14, 16) as defined claim 1 . 

Thus, unity of invention is lacking because there is no "special technical feature" 
uniting Groups I & II, since the technical feature uniting the claims does not make a 
contribution over the prior art. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(1). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the
